tbn. Both sides refused to yield a 
point, and Morgan and his associ- 
ates finally withdrew from tbe meet- 
ing, after issuing their ultimatum, 
the terras of which were rejected by 
the labor leaders.

Lawton, Olt., Aug. 3.— Lawton, 
named after the lamented General 
Lawton, and seemingly destined to 
be the metropolis of the new country 
soon to be opened following the 
lottery drawing at El Reno, is a 
city oi ID, ()()() people. Three thous- 
and came ye.sterday and as many 
more arrived to-day. It is located 
just outside the Umite of Fort Still. 

By Tueeday, wImd the govern- 
ment aucttoo sale of town lots be* 
gins, there will. be nearly 20,000 
people here. Yet until Tuesday it 
will not be a town at all. Not a 
soul has title to anything, yet 400 
business houses have been put up 
ready to be moved to the lots that 
their owners may be able to ac- 
quire. In the meantime they are 
stocked and open for business. 

A building has been put up for a 
national bank that has been organ- 
ized by Kansas republican politi- 
cians. It is the plan to buy a lot 
Tuesday morning, move the build- 
ing to it the same day and open the 
bank for deposits before night, The 
town site proper, half a section re- 
'ed by the government, bears 
only this building erected there by 
special favor, and the land olHce. 
All the other buildinj^s and 1,500 
tents occupy adjoining lands, many 
of them being on the two quarter 
sections that Mr. Woods and Miss 
Beals, who drew the capital prizes 
at El Reno, will undoubtedly sel;ct.
